Two Children Trapped in Flaming Home — 
Plane Strikes Flag Pole in Approach . 
to Minneapolis Airport. | 


MINNEAPOLIS, March 8 (AP) 
—A Northwest Airlines plane try- 
ing to make an instrument land- 
ing in a blizzard crashed into a 
house. last night, killing the 13 
persons aboard the plane and two 
children in the house. 

The children had been watch-. 
ing a television program and had 
been put to bed just before the 
plane struck and exploded. The 
crash turned the home: into. a 
flaming inferno as gasoline from 
the plane's tanks caught fire. 
The plane, carrying 10 passen- 
gérs and a.crew. of three, had 
started from Washington, D-C., 
and made stops at Pi 
Cleveland, Detroit and M 
Wis. It was scheduled to land 3 
Rochester, Minn., but bad weather 
prevented that and the plane was 
ordered to Minneapolis, 

Wing Hit Flagpole. 

The airliner, a Martin, was try- 
ing for an instrument landing dur- 
ing a blinding; howling snow- 
storm. It made one futile effort, 
missing the instrument pattern. 
The airport tower notified the 
pilot to make another try. 

In the last radio signal from 
the plane, the pilot replied: “I 
can’t. I can’t.” ‘ 

Today it was established that 
the plane’s left wing struck the 
heavy, steel flagpole at the Fort 


Snelling cemetery just south of 
Wold-Chamberlain Airport, air- 
lines executives said. A small 
piece of the front spar of the 
wing was found nearby. 

Damage to the wing evidently 
was so severe that it resulted in 
the loss of an out-section of the 
wing. This section was found 
about eight blocks from the scene 
of the fatal crash. |

More civic ‘eaders joined 
Mayor Joseph M: Darst today in 
urging prompt action to solve 
major problems confronting the 
city, following publication in last 
Sunday's Post-Dispatch of the 
first of a series of articles titled:

Officers and members of the 
executive committee of tfe Gen- 
eral Council on Civic Needs, com- 
posed of delegates from 131 
neighborhood, business, civic and 
educational organizations, agreed 
that the series, by focusing pub- 
lic attention on the city’s needs, 
would be a powerful instrument 
to obtain action. 

Frederick B. Wipperman, coun- 
cil chairman and head of an elec- 
trical engineering firm, said many 
of the problems outlined had long 
been a major concern of the 
council, 

“Must Arouse Civic Pride.” 

“It is high time that somebody 
takes up these problems. and 
gives the public a chance to look 
21 them from all sides,” he assert- 
ed.

“The Mayor’s instructions to 
department heads to study the 
series and recommend action are 
fine, but what.

WASHINGTON, March 8 (UP) 
—The House Armed Services 
Committee asked Secretary of 
Defense Louis Johnson today to 
hold up his order to close some 


military hospitals. 

Chairman Vinson (Dem.), 
Georgia, served the demand on 
Johnson after R. Adm, Joel T. 
Boone testified before a sub- 
committee that he was fired as 
top military medical officer on 
Johnson’s staff on a “charge of 
“non-co-operation” — presumably 
because he opposed the hospital 
cutback. 

The Defense Department an- 
nounced Boone's reassignment 
last night after he told an Armed 
Services sub-committee the pro- 
posed cutback was unwarranted 
and unsound, Johnson has or- 
dered five general hospitals 
closed and has directed that a 
number of other service hospi- 
tals be reduced in capacity. His 
aim is to save from $25,000,000 
to $50,000,000 in operating ex- 
penses. 

Notified Last Week. 

Boone today confirmed the De- 
fense Department’s statement 
that he was advised on Feb, 28 
that his reassignment was in the 
mill. He said he got more defi- 
nite word to this effect yesterday 
afternoon, after his appearance 
before the subcommittee, but 
still had not received any offi- 
cial notice. 

Dr. Richard L. Meiling, De- 
fense Department director of 
medical services, said in a state- 
ment that he decided last October 
it would be necessary to remove 
Boone. Boone had served since 
last Sept. 1 as chief of the joint 
plans and action division of the 
department’s medical services. 

Meiling praised Boone’s “dis- 
tinguished military record” and 
said he had every right to make 
any statement he desired before 
congressional committees or else- 
where. 

As for the hospital cutback, 
Meiling said that when he took 
his present post the armed serv- 
ices had more than 100,000 bed 
spaces and were staffing almost 
46,281, sixteen theusand more 
than were needed.

WASHINGTON, March 8 (AP) 
—Gen, Omar N, ‘Bradley, Amer- 
ica’s No. 1 military man, said to- 
day that present forces cannot 
give the United States “an abso- 
lute guarantee against a dis- 
astrous blow.” 

“But I feel that we are. going 
to achieve the necessary forces 
to prevent a disastrous attack 
from crippling this country,” the 
chairman of the joint chiefs of 
Staff said in a speeeh to the 
Women’s National Press Club. 

“I also believe that our forces 
in being, and our mobilization 
base, will be sufficient, together 
with the forces and potential of 
friendly nations, to win a war if 
it comes.” 

Comparison With Russia. 

Bradley made a sober analysis 
of this nation’s military position 
as compared with that of Russia. 
He called the prevention of war 
“our first. goal.” But should the 
“peace offensive at any time fal- 
ter or break down,” he said, 
“then we are charged with the 
protection of the United States 
by armed force, and the ultimate 
protection of any nation or group 
of nations whom the American 


people acknowledge as their 
allies.” 


In the meantime, however, he 
said, it would be “econemically 
foolhardy and politically incon- 
sistent for us to maintain forces 
in being sufficient to win a 
major war.” 


Instead, he said, American 
military planning called for: 


1. Maintaining strength suf- 
ficient to preyent disaster in 
the event of an attack, and 
Strike a_ retaliatory blow 
“strong enough to slow down 
the aggressor while we 
mobilize.” 


2. Provide educational, train- 
ing and logistical facilities to 
assure quick expansion of the 
armed forces when needed. 


3. Maintain sufficient forces 
with sufficient arms to protect 
the United States and hold 
“the bases whieh we would 
need in case of war.” 

Bradley indorsed economy 
moves by Secretary of Defense 
Johnson, but. he advised cau- 
tion against further economies 
“in some of ,the mobilization 
programs, including industrial 
preparedness.” 

He added that he felt these 
“sheuld not be effected without 
very careful consideration of 
what it may mean to the United 
States security in five or 10 
ee ver pau not indicate 
Ww rograms he re- 
ferred "3am ee 
Penalty of Matching Forces. 
Over a long period of peace- 
time, he said, the United States 
“should not expect to match the 
Soviet Union plane for plane, 
ship for ship, diyision for divi- 
sion without lowering its stand- 
ard of living.” 

“If it is the desire of the 
American ‘people to assemble 
forces that will statistically give 
the United States a preponder- 
ance of military power next year, 
then we shall have to become an 
armed camp,” he declared. Such 
a source eventually “will be a 
drain, not only on the economy, 
but on democracy and its many 
freedoms,” he added. 

Bra said that international 
tension, increased since Presi- 
dent Truman’s announcement 
last September of an atomic ex- 
plosion in Russia, “has fostered 
national confusion.” He urged 
Americag leaders to dispel this 
confusion by “thinking sensibly, 
calmly and clearly about national 
security,’

‘The measure is a compromise 
worked out by Senate-House con- 
ferees after the two branches had 
passed different bills. 

Representative August H. An- 
dresen (Rep.), Minnesota, shouted 
to the Howse yesterday that “this 
is a complete victory” for what 
he called the “oleo trust.” The 
dairy state members wrote into 
the final draft of the compromise 
legislation these stipulations on 
colored oleomargarine: 


1. When served in public eat- 
ing places the individual oleo 
patties must be triangular in 
shape. 

2. When sold in stores, there 
must be on the label of the 
package (A) the word “oleomar- 
garine” or “margarine” in type 
as large as any lettering on the 
label, (B) a full statement on 
all the ingredients of the mar- 
garine; and each part of the 
contents of the package must 
be in a wrapper which. bears 
the word ‘“oleomargarine” or 
“margarine” in type not smaller 
than 20 point ‘(about one quar- 
ter inch high). 


Repealed Taxes. 


Federal taxes tobe repealed by 
the bill are: Colored oleomar- 
garine at retail 10 cents a pound; 
and the uncolored product at re- 
tail 4% cent a pound; $600 a year 
on oleomargarine manufacturers; 
$480 a year on wholesalers of the 
colored product; $200 a year on 
wholesalers of uncolored oleomar- 
garine; $48 a year on each retail- 
er of the colored product; $6 a 
year on retailers of. uncolored 
oleomargarine. 

The bill makes the Federal 
Trade Commission the policeman 
for its labeling and paekaging 
rules. In doing so, it provides 
that for each day of violation of 
FTC regulations the violator can 
be fined up to $5000. 

Many states restrict the sale of 
oleomargine. The legislation ap- 
proved by the House would not 
affect state laws.

‘PROHIBITIVE’ 


Cost of construction and opera- 
tion of a Mississippi river tunnel 
to carry traffic from Cahokia to 
south St. Louis would be prohibi- 
tive, Leif Sverdrup, chairman of 
the Bi-State Development Agency, 

A tunnel, which would have its 
western terminus at the foot of 
Chippewa street, was proposed 
Feb. 25 by the Board of Public 
Service. President Frank J. Mc- 
Devitt recommended that both St. 
Clair county and the village of 
Cahokia, which are backing rival 
proposals for $8,000,000 vehicular 
bridges, give consideration to the 
possibility of a four-lane tunnel. 
He thought it could be built for 
about ‘10 per cent more than a 
bridge. cl 

Sverdrup, who also heads an 
engineering firm studying the 
proposed St. Clair county bridge, | 
said the tunnelewould cost twice 
as much and operation costs would 
be higher. He said traffic sur- 
veys indicated a bridge could pay 
for itself but that a tunnel could 
not. 

Sverdrup said limestone bluffs, 
innumerable springs and caves on 
the west side of the river would 
present construction obstacles, On 
the East Side the tunnel mouth 
would have to be built so far from 
the river, because of the flood 
plane, that its purpose would be 
defeated, he said.

Clearwater Lake 
was, a good fish producer last 
year and this year it should be 
better. Bluegill and black perch 
will be in abundance, as they were 
in the early days of Wappapello, 
and, after May 30, smallmouth 
and largemouth bass fishing, espe- 
cially on the upper reaches, 
should be outstanding. 

Black river, below Clearwater, 
is practically a loss. It was 
not in fishing condition last sea- 
son due to draw-downs. water 
fluctuations and siltation. Possibly 
the Army Engineers have learned 
better how to control the water 
and it may be that better fishing 
- will result this season. Few game 
fish were taken last season on the 
entire length of the river, and the 
fish should be there in abundance 
if it ever becomes fishable again. 

Eleven Points, Jack’s Fork, and 
Current river are the home .of 
the goggle-eye. There are pos- 
sibily more and larger goggle- 
eye in Eleven Points river than 
any other stream in Missouri. 
From Turner’s Mill to Dalton, 
Ark., goggle-eye are plentiful 
and, with a little know-how, the 
limit is attained. A small 
black gnat, a sliver of pork rind, 
a No. 2 spinner, and a small 
shot weight, to get the fly down 
deep. will invariably produce 
desired results. A yellow Sally, 
rigged the same way, is also a 
killer. The fly should be pulled 
very slowly, just fast enough to 
make the spinner turn over and 
flash in the water, if the best 
results are fo be attained. Eleven 
Points is also an excellent small- 
mouth stream, ‘especially from 
Turner's Mill to Caldwell’s Ferry, 
and its picturesque scenery and 


swift-flowing waters compare very. |. 


favorably with Current river. 
Jack's Fork should also be an- 
other “must” in your fishing 
itinerary and, of course, the Cur- 
rent needs no introduction. 

Many float fishermen are op- 
posed to the opening of float 
fishing on March 15 and feel that 
it would be better if it were not 
permitted until May 30. Their 
argument is that the float fish- 
ermen, after bluegill, black 
perch, and goggle-eye, hook far 
too many smallmouth bass that 
are in their spawning beds. The 
bass may be hooked so deeply 
that death will result, even if re- 
leased.

on Western Front — 


U.S. Insisted on Keeping Faith With Reds. 


WASHINGTON, March 8 (AP),

He recalls that early in the af- 
ternoon of April 25, 1945, he re- 
ceived a hurry call to the Care- 
fully guarded communications 
room in the Pentagon. There he 
found Truman, Gen. George C. 
Marshall, and Adm. Ernest King. 
They called Prime Minister 
Churchill of Britain on a direct 
wire into 10 Downing street, Lon- 


don. 
Churchill Tells of Offer. 


Churchill told them that through 
the American minister in Stock- 
holm, H. #.-Johnson, he had 
learned that Himmler had asked 
the late Count Bernadotte of 
Sweden to make a peace offer to 
Britain and the United States. 

Himmler said the German Gov- 
ernment was ready to surrender 
all troops on the western front. 

Leahy writes: 

“Churchill reported that Himm- 
ler said he was speaking for the 
German Government because of 
the incapacity of Hitler, who had 
suffered a cerebral hemorrhage, 
and was not expected to live for 
more than a few days. 

“Truman told the Prime Min- 
ister that America could agree 
only to an unconditional surren- 
der on all fronts in agreement 
with Russia and Britain. Church- 
ill said he was anxious to end the 
war. Truman said he was, too, 
but that America had to stand by 
its commitments.” 

As the men concluded their 
talk with Churchill, Leahy writes, 
they received a direct message 
fronr Johnson in Stockholm, con- 
firming Churchill’s information.

At the President’s direction, 
Leahy sent Generalissimo Stalin 
the details, suggesting that if the

The chief question, and this came up before tes- 
timony began, was whether the second case was 
invalidated by illegal wire-tapping on the part 
of Government agents.

Most 
American religious groups responded fa- 
vorably to the announcement. Baptists and 
Lutherans expressed concern. 

The Federal Council of Churches gave 
approval on the basis of the President's 
assurance that the mission was strictly 
temporary, unofficial and centrally con- 
cerned with efforts for world peace. Mr. 
Taylor, an Episcopalian, set off on his mis- 
sion. s 

When the war ended and Mr. Taylor was 
sent back to the Vatican, Protestant oppo- 
sition. was fairly general. Many denomina- 
tions adopted resolutions condemning the 
mission. Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam of 
the Methodist Church, then president of 
the Federal Council of Churches, led a 
delegation to the White House to protest. 
Mr. Truman said it was temporary. | 

Francis Cardinal Spellman, in a speech 
at Fordham University, said “the anti- 
Catholicism of unhoodéd Klansmen sow- 
ing seeds of dissention and disunion” was 
a more probable motive for the opposition 
than real concern for the principle of 
separation of church and state.

Belatedly the folklore of the South, va- 

grant and scattered, not fully honored as a 


| regional part of American. literature, has 
come into its own. 


It has been brought 
into the treasure house from the bayous 
and the backwoods, the hills and the val- 
leys, by B. A. Botkin, a far-famed huntsman 
who has heretofore ranged other regions 
and brought their best into other treas- 
uries. Now it is the treasury of Southern 
folklore that he has filled to overflowing 
with the stories, legends, tall tales and tra- 
ditions that Southerners tell about and the 
ballads that they sing. 


For abundance there are more than 500 
stories that could only have been told and 
retold, handed down from generation to 
generation, in the Southland, and more 
than 75 folk songs that could not have been 
composed and sung anywhere else, for 
though many of them were brought here 
by the first Englishmen, they were nour- 
ished by the rich soil and the kindly cli- 
mate of the south and lived with a vitality 
of their own in a way of life that suited 
them.

Above all, as Mr. Botkin reminds, South- 
ern folklore comes out of a vital heritage 
and is living still as a part of folk culture 
that embraces not only the individual and 
the home but religion and politics as found 
in the camp meeting and the campaign. 
Traditionally associated with relatively un- 
educated groups, the mountaineer, the poor 
white and the Negro, folklore has its place 
too in the aristocratic plantation traditions 
and survives even among the patriarchal 
mountaineers with their static culture. 

Mr. Botkin has not been content to 
screen the best of Southern folklore from 
the old South of the Confederacy, but has 
explored the border states of Maryland, 
West Virginia, Kentucky and eastern Okla- 
homa and has even penetrated of 
southern Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Mis- 
souri, where the lore has been carried from 
the deeper South. 

The result is a plenitude of food that 
can best be savored, as Douglas Southall 
Freeman says in his foreword, by repeated 
samplings according to one’s mood, with 
the certainty of returning time and again 
to the feast that is spread, where “every 
guest may pick as he pleases and pay_ with 
as much or as little of his time a he 


wishes to spend.”

Bidault and Jean Louvel, Indus- 
try and Commerce Minister, both 
signed the draft order. Louvel, 
in a nation-wide broadcast an- 
nouncing the decree, said the 
strike “threatens to paralyze the 
nation's life.” ' 

“It is the Government's duty 
to insure the continuation of vital 
public services,” Loyvel said. “It 
will accomplish its duty. All 
means at its disposal will be used 
to restrict to a minimum the ef- 
fects of this strike.” 

Fist Fight on Floor. 


Communist deputies started 
one last fist fight on the floor of 
the National Assembly at 4 a.m. 
today in an effort to delay ap- 
proval of the anti-Communist bill. 
A force of 250 Security Guards 
was called in and, stopped the 
brawl in 10 minutes. As a result 
of the fight among 300 Cemmu- 


.jnist and other party deputies, 


four ushers were sent to the hos- 
pital, One with a broken leg. One 
deputy was treated for.a broken 
collar bone and several were 
bruised. ; 
Between 300,000 and 500,000 
workers throughout France now 
are idle because of strikes in a 
dozen industries. But the _ start 
of a back-to-work movement was 
reported in Paris today. 


Officials of the Renault auto- 
mobile plant said 15,000 of its 
35,000 striking workers came to 
work this morning. Some work- 
ers also returned to Orly air field, 
where all international flights 
were canceled by a strike. Sev- 
eral flights to North Africa were 
resumed today and one flight to 
New York was scheduled. 

The strikers are demanding in- 
creases with a mini- 
mum boost of 3000 francs a month 
($8.50) for the lowest paid. The 
Government has offered a 4.9 per 
cent increase which would range 
from 75 to 6000 francs ($2 to $17). 
Fhe Government, fighting infla- 
tion, refused to go beyond that.

Bidault issued the order after 
the National Assembly, by approv- 
ing the Government’s anti-sabo- 
tage bill, in effect granted him a 
vote of confidence. Bidault made 
his demand for a confidence vote 
Monday after four days of Com- 
munist fist-fighting and filibust- 
ering. The Assembly then ad- 
journed to permit one full day to 
elapse before taking the vote. It 
met again to ram the measure 
through as soon as the law al- 
lowed—one minute after midnight 
this morning. ‘ 

The Communists immediately 
returned to the attack by protest- 
ing approval of the minutes of the 
last meéting, about the only de- 
laying tactic left to them. The 
vote was taken amid a welter of 
confusion and the minutes were 
approved, 307 to 141. Announce- 
ment that the Government had 
won set off the fist fight. 


Aimed at Communists. 


The measure was opposed by 
the Communists because it broad- 
ened the Government's powers to 
break Communist strikes and sab- 
otage against United States arms 
shipments expected to start ar- 
riving in French ports this month,
